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ISRAEL’S HOPES FOR OIL GET BOOST 


TEL AVIV (JP)—A 220-foot- 
high spurt of gas and flames 
has sent Israel’s hopes of finding 
oil considerably higher this week, 

The flash of yellow and red 
flames, which burned for more 
than an hour, at the Gan Yavne 
drill site of the Israel American 
Oil Corporation drill site near 
Gedera, was taken by experts to 
indicate the strong possibility of 
gil at the site. 

A definite answer to the ques- 
tion should be forthcoming in 
two or three weeks, according 
to Jack Brin, vice-president of 
the corporation. Brin said that 
the rig, which had reached about 


1,000 feet when the spurt took 
place, had been damaged and 
would have to be replaced with 
a new rig capable of reaching 
2,000 feet. 

HE INDICATED that an an- 
swer to the question of whether 
oil is present, an answer which 
holds many implications for Is- 
raeli’s economic future, should 
be obtainable after the drill has 
probed 330 to 440 feet deeper than 
its present 1,000 feet. 

He told The JERUSALEM 
POST that the bore hole, which 
was blocked as a result of the 
eruption, must be cleaned out. 





Then an electric log is to be run. 


Brin noted that in nearby Arab 
countries, oil-bearing sand. had 
been found under similar circum- 
stances. He said that Lewis 
Franklin, president of the com- 
pany, was on the site directing 
operations, 

Acording to a ministry of de- 
velopment spokesman, the con- 
cession is held by Messrs, Nadel 
and Gosman, of Tulsa, together 
with the Palestine Economic cor- 
poration. The Israel] American 
Oil corporation, which is doing 
the actual drilling, helds an in- 
terest in the concession, 

THE SPOKESMAN, recount- 
ing the steps leading up to the 


drilling, said that seismic work 
taken within the concession area 
has pointed to the possibility of 
subterranean formations which 
might contain gas or oil. 

The company decided to check 
the possibilities by a series of 
deep core drillings. When the 
drilling reached a little over 1,000 
feet last week indications of oil 
and gas-bearing material were 
found, a not -unprecedented oc- 
currence in other sites nearby. 

However, when on June 1 the 
drilling reached a gypsum Strat- 
um, a_ high-pressure explosion 
took place, something which has 





not occurred in Israel. before, 


WORKERS suddenly noticed 
the drill was being pushed up 
with a tremendous pressure, A 
jet of water, mixed with chemical 
elements, was thrown up over 
an area with a radius of more 
than 175 yards. Mud was spat 
tered over the drill site 

Within minutes the gas caught 
fire. A burst of flame made its 
appearance and burned over an 
hour until part of the hole caved 
in and stopped the flow of gas, 
This is quite an unusual develop- 
ment during an unexpected burst 
of oil or gas, the spokesman said,

Remote Afghanistan’s Jews 
Jailed for Moslem’s Spree

A Moslem officer’s fondness 
for fire water was the cause of 
the jailing of the entire Jewish 
population of Kabul (Afghanis- 
tan) for two months not too long 
ago.

And so it happened 
that the entire Jewish popula- 
tion of Kabul spent two months

This incident, strange to our 
Western ears, is not too unusual 
a one in the lives of Afghanis- 
tan’s Jews, who have lived in that 
backward theocracy for many 
centuries. Today only some 1,000 
Jewish persons remain in .- Af- 
ghanistan’s three major cities; 
the rest, some 9,000, having emi- 
grated to Israel.

ONE OF THE few Afghani 
Jews in the United States is 
Mayer Abraham, a short, pleas- 
ant man who imports precious 
rubies and sapphires from India. 
Abraham readily explains the mi- 
gration of Afghanistan’s Jewry 
to Israel]. (The mass immigration 
took place in 1932, in pre-Israel 
days.) 

“We Afghan Jews have always 
prayed about Yerushalayim,” he 
says. “We never said ‘I’chayim’ 
without adding, ‘I’shana habaa 
b’Yerushalayim.’ I . guess we 
meant it.” / 

Abraham himself does not ex- 
pect to go to Israel in the near 
future, although numerous mem- 
bers of his family have moved 
there. 

“The only thing I can do well 
is to conduct business,” he ex- 
plains seriously. ‘“There is no need 
for business people in Israel to- 
day.” 

Most Afghani Jews were fur 
traders (the best so-called Per- 
sian lamb comes from Afghanis- 
tan) until the government, fear- 
ful of the monopoly the Jews 
were creating, issued a decree 
forbidding Jewish ‘participation in 
the fur trade. The Jews, who, 
even in Afghanistan have been 
traditionally b us iness people, 
then turned to textiles,

There is a minimum 
of social intercourse with the Af- 
ghans. And now, especially, since 
the establishment of the Jewish 
state, and the consequent Arab- 
Israeli hostility, not much friend- 
ship is shown to the Jews by the 
Afghanis, most of whom are 
Moslems.” 

As for schooling among the 
Jews of Afghanistan, who, in ap- 
pearance, strongly resemble the 
native population, it is the father 
of the family who assumes the 
role of teacher. He tutors his 
sons to the best of his ability in 


The standard of living among 





in Afghanistan is low. Outdoor 
wells serve as the sole water sup- 
ply and the sewage system is 
primitive. Consumer goods are 
poor in quality and lack variety. 


AMONG THE most guarded 
possessions of the Afghani Jews 
are their women, according to 
Abraham. Like their Moslem 
counterparts they are veiled when 
in the streets, and sometimes 
even in their homes when a Mos- 
lem visitor is present. Both Mos- 
lem and Jewish homes are sur- 
rounded by high walls so that 
no stranger should set eyes upon 
the women of the household. 

Afghanistan may also have its 
lost tribe of Israel. Abraham 
says that in the northern part of 
the country there is a tribe, called 
thé Pushtus, which resembles the 
Jews in many of its customs. The 
Pushtus wear earlocks and elaim 
kinship with the Jewish people. 

Abraham, who says there are 
only four other of his country- 
men in the U.S., doesn’t feel 
there is too much of a future’ 
for Judaism in Afghanistan. The 
once-thriving (relatively) commu- 
nity is apparently on its way out. 





Nazism Dead, 
Says German 
Envoy To U. S.

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EGYPTIAN DELEGATE TALKS 
TO ANTI-SEMITIC HATE GROUP

NEW YORK(JP)—Open co-operation between an Egyptian diplo 
mat and an anti-semitic hate group wae displayed at a meeting of 
the American Nationalist Coalition, front group for James H. Ma- 
dole’s National Renaissance Party, recently. : 

Abdul M. Hassan of the Egyptian delegation to the United Na- 


tions addressed a group of 30 peo- 
ple and expressed surprise that 
“those who suffered under Hitler 
would inflict the same treatment 
on the Arabs in the Middle East.” 

Madole introduced Hassan and 
followed him. He lashed out at 
the Jews with venom claiming 
that they murdered a_ million 
Arabs in Palestine. He also said 
that “six million Jews couldn’t 
have been killed by Hitler because 
they can all be seen milling 
arund the garment district any 
afternoon between 12 and 1 
o’clock.” } 

IN A BLAST at the Supreme 
Court, Madole maintained that 
the only people who want Negro, 
Puerto Rican, and white children 
to sit together have “noses so 
long you could hang wash out on 
them,” and they all come from 
the Warsaw ghetto. 

A table at the rear of the room, 
attended by a uniformed Ameri- 
can Nationalist Coalition Youth 
member, contained literature such 
as “Egypt’s Agrarian Policy Un- 
der the New Regime” by Dr. 
Abd-El-Razzak Sidky and “The 
Story of Zionist Espionage In 
Egypt.” Madole said that a slew 
of the pamphlets there were pro- 
vided by the Egyptian embassy 
and proved his charges, 

One of the booklets on the table 
was, on the other hand, the March 
issue of the National Renaissance 
Bulletin. In it, Madole offered 
“Zionist Espionage in. Egypt” to 
those who would send him a dol- 
lar or more. 

THE BOOKLET offered bears 
no identification as to author or 
or publisher and is distributed by 
the Egyptian embassy. One pas- 
sage on page 57 says: “The Jews, 
badly treated by Czarist Russia, 
were given places of eminence in 
Communist governments. This is 
not only because Karl Marx was 
a Jew, nor is it because ‘God’s 
chosen people. are Israelites.’ 








They will not achieve supremacy 
until they destroy the Islamic 
and Christian countries all over 
the world.” 

Hasan later told The POST 
that his participation at the meet: 
ing in no way endorses the plat- 
form of Madole or hts organiza- 
tion. His reason for speaking 
was that the-Arab delegations are 
prepared to present their® case 
before any American group 
which requests it. 

On the other hand, the Syrian 
delegate announced by Madole as 
the speaker at his next meeting 
told The POST that he accepted 
the invitation without being aware 
that it was an anti-semitic hate 
group. He felt that his _ partici- 
pation would now have to be re- 
considered by the Syrian delega- 
tion, 





German Court 
Releases Maker 
Of Death Gas 


MUNICH (JP)—The admitted 
inventor and manufacturer of 
the lethal gas used in the Ausch- 
witz Concentration camp. gas 
chambers has been acquitted by 
a Frankfurt criminal court. 

After Dr. Gerhard Peters 
eighth trial, Judge Dr. Hum. 
merich ruled that it was not es- 
tablished beyond doubt that the 
defendant knew for what pure 
pose the deadly Zyklon B he supe 
plied to the camp was going to 
be used. The ruling quashed a 
previous six-year imprisonment 
sentence for complicity in’ the 
murder of hundreds of thou- 
sands of Jews. 

In his plea, Dr. Peters said he 
was told that Zyklon B would 
be used to end the lives of in- 
curably siek, which he believed 
because of reports of epidemics 
in the camp.

Despite the fact that the Falashas, villagers and farmers in northern Ethiopia, have been 
dreaming for centuries, like other Jews, of redemption to the Holy Land, only a dozen of their 
youngsters have so far been brought to Israel. 
Their native country has not imposed any restrictions on their migration, and there are indie 
cations that they would adjust well. ; 

The bulk of their income in . 

Ethiopia comes from ironsmith- 
ing, pottery making, and weav- 
ing, skills at which their 
neighbors say they are 
heavery good. (The Falashas 
claim their products ap- 
peal partly because of the low 
prices asked, in order “not to 
arouse the envy” of others.) 

In Israel their skills could be 
used in agriculture, manufactur- 
ing, mechanics, and eventually, 
law (since they are excellent ar- 
guers in native litigation.)

They had 
no connection with any Zionist 
movement, 

The first colonists from Rus- 
sia and Rumania who established 
settlements’ in Judea, Samaria 
and the Galilee were loosely or- 
ganized individuals some of 
whom had a loose connection 
with a very loosely formed in- 
cipient Zionist body known as 
Hoveve-Zion (Lovers of Zion), 
which was in no position to help 
the colonists. The latter paid 
their own expenses and invested 
their own capital. When the 
latter proved inadequate, the 
Zionists were in no position to 
help. Baron Rothschild did.

IN 1890 the Hoveve-Zion got 
up some wind and sent one of 
their finest men, Vladimir (or 
Ze’ev) Tiomkin to found new 
colonies. . . . The colonists still 
had to invest their own funds 
and the Heveve-Zion did not 
have any to lend them even on 
short-term credit, but Tiomkin 
did*something. Anyway, Hadera 
was established. Some _ people 
thought it was a mess. A man 
from near Kiev by the name of 
Smilansky, whose son, Moshe 
Smilansky, was to become one 
‘of the most fascinating figures 
in Palestine, lost his money 
through ‘Tiomkin’s amateurish 
handling of the situation and 
had to give up the idea of settling 
in the Homeland. (That’s what 
I gather from reading Moshe 
Smilansky’s book Ba-aravah — 
In the Wilderness).

Canadian Zionists 
Urged to Aliyah 
By Leader Gelber 


VANCOUVER (JP) — Zionist 
leaders were told here that they 


could be expected to go to Israel 
personally, 
E. Gelber, president of the 


Zionist Organization of Canada, 
told a Pacific Region parley that, 
“Aliyah is an obligation of Zion- 
ist leadership.” 

“Unless this obligation is as- 
sumed solemnly,” he said, accord- 
ing to The JEWISH POST of Van- 
couver, “the whole thing becomes 
a mockery.” 

Gelber, who is practicing what 
he preaches, is currently resid- 
ing in Jerusalem, the paper said. 
Gelber did not spare those Zion- 
ists who expatiate on their love 
for Israe] but skillfully avoid the 
question of going there to live. 
“Aliyah has become almost a 
dirty word,” he asserted. 
Gelber told his audience that 
he had been asked to serve on 
an Israel government committee 
to encourage aliyah from the 
West.

Just by chance, I learned of a lady who, out of a desire to be help- 
tul, is giving of her time andy: 


knowledge to bring happiness to 
others by—that’s right—helping 
them to go hungry, so they can 
Jose weight. 

For the past year in our com- 
munity, Mrs, Ernest Lee has 
peen successfully working with 
overweight people without ask- 
ing any other reward than the 
pleasure she has in knowing 
they are happier and healthier 
once the excess pounds have van- 
jshed. 

Her record to date is 90 vic- 
tories over demon fat, with only 
three failures to mar her record. 
Most of the dieters are women, 
though 10 men have taken the 
hard road down the scale. Ages 
range all the way from a child 
of 6 through teen-agers to grand- 
mas of over 50. 

* = * 

AT THE moment, there are 40 
persons under her wing, though 
several are about ready to be dis- 
missed because their goal is at- 
tained. There is a waiting list 
of people ready to take their 
places. 

Most have needed to lose about 
20 to 30 pounds, although she has 
also worked with excessive over- 
weights, such as the woman who 
went down from 215 to 155. 

A trained hospital dietician, 
Hermine Lee requires a doctor’s 
written. permit before working 
with anyone. She does not use 
drugs, is opposed to them, unless 
the doctor recommends it. Some 
of her proteges (I dislike calling 
them patients) are even referred 
to her by doctors, who hope she 
can help them. She will give a 
prospect a month to show re- 
sults. If, by that time, the scales 
remain unchanged, meaning the 
person is not getting down to 
business, she will no longer work 
with him. ] 
. BESIDES BEING qualified for 
this project of hers by her back- 
ground, Mrs. Lee approaches the 
subject with the understanding 
of one who traveled the hard 
road herself. After a year’s train- 
ing as a hospital dietician at Mi- 
chael Reese hospital in Chicago

With 
that first success under her belt, 
Lady Lee was on her way. 

She gives them suitable diets, 
weighs them in once a_ week, 
pairs two friends off to encour- 
age one another —a la Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous — and once they 
have made it, works with them 
to become stabilized, which means 
to learn how to eat some of the 
food they used to without over- 
eating. She doesn’t believe in 
screwy diets, warns her brood 
that if they want to lose all over 
instead of in spots and keep up 
their health, they must eat prop- 
erly of-the required foods—and 
she can tell by looking at them 
if they haven't. 

Her mister, she says, has been 
wonderful about her project and 
will even help weigh in some 
of the people if she’s busy or 
away. 

Hermine Lee is quite enthusi- 
astic and happy about her con- 
tribution to the welfare of the 
community and what with 90 
grateful people including her in 
their prayers, I don’t blame her. 
I should point out one thing. 
Mrs, Lee gets no remuneration 
for her efforts. Except, of course, 
as she says, the pleasure she 
derives in helping others. Partly, 
she explained, she did it this way 
because she felt her husband and 
four children came first in her 
time, but she also feels, and I 
agree wih her, that the fact that 
her services are gratis may be a 
contributing factor in her high 
percentage of. success. Once a 
person pays a beauy salon or 
some such reducing parlor, she 
sort of turns over the responsi- 
bility to it to show results or 
else. This way Mrs. Overweight 
is on her own.

If the foregoing explanation 
is correct, the parents might be 
able to influence Barry toward 
a return to Judaism through the 
help of a rabbi. It might well 
be that Barry would respond to 
friendly explanations by the 
rabbi and thus find in his own 
religion a deeper and more 
wholesome satisfaction of his 
spiritual needs.

them have waited for five years

The German administration 
asks for documents, certificates, 
in order to deny justified claims 
by Jewish survivors whose fam- 
ilies were murdered. In my own 
claim against the Bonn govern- 
ment, I have to prove that my 
relatives were killed yet the ad- 
ministration carefully avoids giv- 
ing me any information as to 
the actions undertaken by those 
officials of the Reich who actu- 
ally committeed mass murder, 
only to be rewarded by retire- 
ment pays. 

The German government knows 
that thé majority of Jewish sur- 
vivors cannot present any papers. 
Most of the documents were 
destroyed by the Nazis. - Only a 
few lucky ones could smuggle 
out their records. In any event, 
the dead Jews cannot speak up 
and accuse the killers.

Begad! to echo 
Carlyle, I had better be. My children have been 
brought up in free democratic communities, They 
have been taught to judge persons on their in- 
dividual merits. To tell them that they can do all 
this, but must not accept or make dates with non- 
Jewish youngsters would be as 
tantalizing as to tell them that

not blessings. There is the further insinuation 
that the humanistic emphasis of modern culture, 
the interfaith and interracial experiments of Amer- 
ican democracy are of strictly limited significance. 
They can be given verbal obeisance, but God for- 
bid, must not-be put into practice. 

Of course, there is a margin of danger. A cer- 
tain portion of our Jewish young people will inter- 
marry. That is a calculated risk, and we must ac- 
cept it, even as we must accept other calculated 
risks in life. This does not ‘mean that we cannot 
or should not do anything to reduce the risk. Quite 
to the contrary! We should give our young people 
a true knowledge of the beauty of our tradition 
and a deep appreciation of its values for man- 
kind, so that they will consider the preservation of 
that tradition as one of the high goals of their 
own lives. 

We should thoroughly discuss with our young 
the many difficulties of mixed marriage and share 
with them the data which our sociologists have 
gathered concerning the incidence of divorce among 
mixed marriages. We should honestly convey to 
them our own feelings about mixed marriages, 
and not be coy with them in so doing. 

Our young people have a point when they re- 


Jewish affiliations and live a life largely untoucheg 
by any Jewish commitment, but suddenly gener. 
ate a great deal of hysteria when the son or daugh. 
ter goes out with a Gentile. Our young people cay 
be expected to respect our feelings and our values 
but they cannot be expected to revere our neuroses, 
our guilt feelings and our suppressed tribal 
memories. 

Nor must we forget that dating time often cor. 
responds with the rebellious phase of adolescence, 
What the parents forbid — especially without good 
and/or acceptable reasons — becomes a special chal. 
lenge to the youth insecurely groping for his inde. 
pendence. He goes for a mixed date, even if she 
is a bit of a drip, because he must assert his right: 
to be himself. It behooves a parent to understand 
this behavior pattern. 

We read the Book of Ruth at Confirmation time, 
In the same service at which we affirm our faith 
in the glory of the revelation at Sinai, we read the 
pastoral idyl of a mixed marriage that brought 
King David to the leadership of Israel. We should 
have enough confidence in our convictions to let 
them take their chances in the free trade of ex. 
perience.

WELLINGTON, N. Z. (JP)— 
A proposal that funds be raised 
to build a new Hebrew school 
here, rather than a mikve, has 
split the Jewish community. 

The people who want.the He- 
brew school say the present 
school, built in the 1920s, is 
hopelessly inadequate in size and 
that its classrooms are dark and 
widely scattered. They say, 
further, that a modern school 
with professional teachers would 
benefit more people than ritual 
baths. 

Letters to the press have also 
argued that the mikve was neces- 
sary in smal] Russian or Polish 
villages where the houses had 
no facilities for washing, but are
